FROODE ON HOME RULE. 

Mr. Proudo's recant utterances on tho 
Ii'iah (iuestiou have been the oadao of a 

great deal o( comment. So loud are thoy 
and so .pointed, na iiidoud are all Mr. 
Froudo's writiiigB, that they have byon 
regarded aa the most valuablw auti-home 
rule literature which has yet appeared. 
Tho voice of tho apeculativa philoBophor, 
•ays tho London Morninsj Advertizer, has 
been vary diatinctly audible in the great 
issue still pending. The foremost names 
in history, in acionco, and in those reahns 
of research which cunnot bo rigidly ds- 
finod have tigurod in tlio oontrovorHy. 
Huxley and Tyndall, Froudo and i'Voo- 
inun, Harrison and Arnold, have liad 
thoir say on tho subject. Mr. Spurgeon 
has vented upon it his vigorous oonvio- 
tion, and Mr. John Rnskiu has contri- 
buted to it ail upiiiioii raoro piotiiroBciuo 
than praotioiU. Tho profeaaional politi- 
cian regards authority of tliis typo ua tho 
utterances of a class eoiituniptiuniMly 
lumped together by tho first Napoleon 
undar the term "idoftlogists." We are 
told to regard tlioir views as those of mere 
docii'iiiairoB, and their convictions as 
thiiiga iiicubatL'd in the atmo?phoro of tho 
study. It is, howuver, to thoau inoii we 
must refer if we would lonk below the su- 
perficial aspects of the Irish ditiiculty. 
The author of "Tho English in Ireland" 
is an especially able and, upon tho whole, 
iiccurata iuatrnot ir. Mr. l""roiidu'a writ- 
in{{8 on tho distrosaful country 
have given great offence to tiie 
enemies of tiie imperial connection. 
He has preached tho doctrine of force aa 
the true remedy for the condition which 
embarrasses our rule in Ireland; he has 
laid down in ellbot thnt what wo have won 
Tvith the HWord we tnuat koup with tho 
sword, and that it is vain lu hope for a 
oordial understandin); and a conimou and 
amicable allu((ianoe of the essentially hos- 
tile races who represent the conquerors 
and the conquered in the sister country. 
Mr. Froude has just come out with a fresh 
doclaration on the (lUOHtion, in which ho 
repeats hia roaaona against aiirrondor to 
tha demand urged by Mr. Gl.-.datono on 
behalf of a seotion of the liberal party 
and of ths eeditious element in the Irish 
population. Nothing mora forcible has 
been said on tho wisdom and expediency 
of arming the diaatfected nationalists with 
the power to deatroy the golden link of 
tho union, and lo ant up an iiidopendent 
and iiiimiual nationality by the aide of 
Great Britain, than is to be read in the 
latest pronouncement of a man who hus 
traced the symptoms of Irish unroat to 
their Buurcea more acutely than ".v.y -tl;ar 
living writer, not accoptiiiij Mr. Lecky, 
who also steps fni w»rd as an Irishman 
and an historical export to add hia em- 

fihatic condemnation to tha overwhelming 
adRment by which tha theory of home 
rule stands discredited and denounced. 

TaE POLITICAL OOTLOOK. 

The prospeota of tb« govcriimeut party 
lor victory iu to-inovrow'« light are as bright 
as its best fiieuds could duairo. From every 
section of the proTlnoe cume assarauces of 
a sweeping majority which will make tbu 
"Bieks" party eten sickor, if that were pos- 
sible, than it Is now. In this city and dis- 
trict, as Wbll as iu Esquimau, the clmnceB 
of the government party for returning a full 
ticket are of the best. The turtica of tht< 
opposition have alienated tlieir best friondu. 
Having in the most shameful lunnuur 
broken f^ith with lUo workiuHinen, they 
now hPap iibiifie upon their ciiiuiidnto;'. iiud 
denounce theui an bt-my sold to 
the government. Thiougb their orgau 
they baro heaped ubiise upon 
everybody who stood in their way, snd 
have endeavoured to smirch spotless re - 
putations. They have us well attempted 
to interrupt goverauiont meetings, and 
have shown a lack of that "English fair 
play" which all honest minded men luve 
to see. They have, too, as one of their 
oandidatoJ for ■ the ( District, chosen 
one who degraded the name of man 
on .Saturday uii{ht last by his own low 
abuse and blaspheni'iua tongue. To 
srowu all they are leaderlesa and disor- 
ganixed and have failed to secure the con- 
fidence of any large portion of the elec- 
tors, The people of this province, before 
whom there ought to be bright future, 
want a goTernmeiit of progress, not one 
of stagnation, to guide tho ship of state; 
they want aturdy, intelligent and push- 
ing men, not u party of incap- 
able!, and they will show to-morrow 
that they mean to aave the country 
from the position it was in prior to tho 
advent of tho present goTornmont to 
power. Hy aide iasuos and unsobatanti- 
ated slatomuiiti they would, if it wero 
possible, blind tho electors to the real ift 
sues at stake, the future prosperity or fu- 
ture downfall of this fair province. Tho 
people are, however, too intelligent to be 
led away by any such means and will ad- 
minister to tlio oppooitlou a rtovere rebuke 
at the polLi. It i« concodud that 
the presont govornmant will be 
returned to power. Victoria will do 
its full share in securing such a result. 
Our friends must not, however, allow 
over-confidoiico to prevent their doinir 
their full duty by tho party. Good solid 
work must be done until the polls close 
and victory is achieved.

3. A strict enforcement of, cr pasaago 
tt by-laws, to prohibit the aocumulation 
of aihes, old paokugon, and inllanimablo 
rubbish in tho roar of businnsa promises. 
A visit of the firuwardoiis ti< thoBO local- 
ities might open their eyes to IhoHo men 
■cing dangers. 

In fact the protection of the city 
against Gre is, to my mind, ono of ilut 
first duties of a Municipal Oounuil ; and 
In throwing out thoao suf^i^ostiuns, 1 do so 
in jtho hope that that thoy may prove 
useful when this most important ques- 
tion ia under oonsideration. -

ArriveiB at Port nioody on Time 
anlA' fllects witii a Suitable 
ReccplioD. 

The steamer Yoseraite having a very 
large number of oxouraiuniuta on board, 
left this city at four o'clock on Sunday 
morning. I'ho Victoria Brass Band ac- 
companied the party and played sevoral 
selections while tho steamer was loaving 
the harbour.

Duusmuir, through Messrs. Shakespoaro 
and Baker, caused a bill to be paa>;cd 
through the Canadian house of commons, 
permitting for tho sake of economy aololy, 
tho adoption of sharper curvon, ihua on- 
daugoring tho lives of tho nooplo who 
would havu tu travel by tha lino, and 
that tliia wus done by tlio house without 
any enquiry. Knowing as I did how 
uttorly at variance with tho fact this 
statoinent was, I took tho opportunity to 
put Mr. llell right, and also lo lot the 
people present know that tho house of 
commons did not pass this bill uutil after 
full enquiry and upon tho rocommonda- 
tioii of the responsible engineers. Now, 
sir, to prove my statement permit me to 
ijuuta from Hansard, whioh I carefully 
read during tho Bussion (porhapa Mr.

The old lady in question, Helen Ann- 
strong by name, wEo was 97 or 9S 
years of af?e, resided for many years 
in Moffat, in the same little back street 
in which she was born soraowhero 
about the year 1788. The fnct of her 
rolation.ship to Burns wan well known 
in Mofiftlt and the neighborhood. Her 
mother, Nelly Hyslop, was a beauty in 
her day, and Burns was for some tinio 
a devoted admirer of hers. Helen is 
said to have borne a strong resembl- 
anco to BurnH iu her earlier dnya, ami 
indeed (hf likenens to the portrnitii of 
Bui'ns waH traceiiblo to the iHbt in tho 
contour of tho face Hnd in tho dark 
bright eyes, dimmed as they were by 
age and siokiiess. Nor was the likeness 
confined to physicial points; in hor 
mental!powera Helen showed a strain of 
the poetic blood. A few years ago her 
conversational powwrH and her quick- 
neBH of icpartui' wcie more amusing 
and attractive. Evun a few mouth b 
since, when well enough to talk, her 
oOBVersation was highly intero^jting. 
Helen's life, as far aa 1 can learn, was 
not a very eventful one. She went to 
aervico at n very early figtt — 7, I think. 
JJL* belonged to that gi>nUH of Sootcli 
servants, still axtunt, though rather 
rare, who remain years iu one "[)lace," 
and identify their employers' interests 
with their own. She was .'50 yeara in 
one situation at tlin Duci-leuch Arms 
inn at 'rhornbill, witli ii family named 
(.lli'iKliiuiiiig. 1 Ijeliuve she lived thurc 
till all the fwmily had died out. Thorn- 
hill, as every aohool boy knows or ought 
to know, is oloso to Drumlaurig Castle, 
one of the ducal palaces of the Buu- 
cleuch family. Helen told me she once 
saw Sir Walter Scott at the old inn on 
Lis way to visit the Duke at Drumlau- 
rig. Hi) came into the kiti-lien and 
■hook baiida with th») cook in his liriglit 
and genial way, and Hto|)[ii'.ig uji to the 
(ire, where hung a large ])ot of skinny 
potatoes, he lifted up the lid, took out 
a potatoe, and ])roceeded to leisurely 
eat it without, the aid of knife or fork. 
Ths eook, who was very proud of her 
kitchen, had all her metal ware liriglit- 
ly burnished, and Sir Walter, looking 
round on it, remarked: "Eh, Lucky, yo 
hae a' bricht and shining like the sil- 
ler," To which Lucky replied: "Ay, 
Sir Walter; but it's no' a' gould that 
glitter.s." Helen thought that was a 
very sharp auHwer, and beilioved Sir 
Waller thought so, too, aH he subse- 
(]uently rolaied it at dinner "ainang tlii^ 
gentry." Helen's reminiacenueH, when 
she was well enough to be in good con- 
versatioRal trim, were such aa might 
be expected in the case of o;ie who, in 
hsr own words, had had a long life and 
had seen mucklo." She addod, with 
pious thanksgiving ami a touch of trun 
Scottish independence, that in all her 
long life she had never bad to ask for 
charity from any one. The old lady 
lived pntirely alone, hor huHlinml hav- 
ing boon dead for maiiy years, and alio 
had no family, it i.s pleasing to know 
that her last day* wore relieved and 
brightened by the kind nnss of friends 
in Moll'at, who had a i^real i i::ij)Pct and 
liking for old Id ele.n, not only aa an in- 
teresting link with a past which al 
ready seems far distant, but also as a 
type of Scotch character which is un- 
fortunately growing rajiidly rarer. Iu 
dependeiitly of the interest attaching 
to her hti n daughter of Hums, slio was 
a character worth knowing. — C'orrfs 
pcndenee of Pall Mall Oazetif.
